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Teen-Agers Puncture Ear Lobes for FashioitM Sake

Alcohol, Ice, sterilized need- 
les, ^uze.... 

A major surgical operation, 
perhaps? 

Nope, it's just another teen- 
age girls preparing to pierce 
her ears in the interest of 
fashion. 

Punching holes in^ ear 
lobes for earrings \^^ old 
custom but comparatively re- 
cently the fad mushroomed until 
all ages are going under the 
needle. (One five-year old girl 
in King's Grant had her ears 
pierced. Her mottjer couldn't 
quite get up enough courage to 
have hers done.) 

Some girls subscribe to the 
do-it-yourself method. Others 
have a freind perform the oper- 
ation. And a device is on sale 
which, when attached to the ear 
lobes, grinds its way through 
the flesh as you sleep. 



Pierced ^rs date back to the 
early cave dwellers of the Stone 
Age. Shells, bones, and stones 
Were used by the first wearers. 
Pierced earrings have been 
worn for centuries in Africa 
by both the men and women of 
the various trit)es. Displayed 
as decorations and in religious 
ceremonies, they are supposed 
to ward off evil spirits. 

Pierced ears are quite com- 
thon in both Europe and Asia. 
Young girls' ears are pierced 
while stlil in their early child- 
hood. The children wear them 
everyday as a part of their 
dress. Turkish and Cossack 
men often had one par pierced. 
Their large gold circular ear- 
rings indicated their maturity 
or high position. 

Pierced earrings became 
popular in the U.S. during the 
days of the "Roaring Twenties." 



The large amount of European 
immigrants were supposed to 
have influenced this rise in pop- 
ularity. Soon this style spread 
rapidly along the eastern and 
western coasts of America. Wo- 
men from al 1 backgrouiris be- 
gan to have their ears pierced. 

This century-old trend was 
revived once again in the Tide- 
water Area last year. The mod- 
ern set -today's "go-generat- 
ion" were the culprits this 
time. Many girls have experi- 
mented in the different ways 
of piercing their own ears. The 
fee to have a doctor do It was 
too costly in many cases. Re- 
cently a survey on pierced ears 
was taken at Frank W. Cox High 
School^ Girls from fourteen to 
eighteeii'^i^ in their various 
answers on ihe questionnaire. 

To the question of "Do you 
like pierced ears?" 66% ans- 



wered that they did. 34% of tlie 
girls did not like (hufni. Ililrty- 
fonr per cent had pierced ears. 

Over 90% had a friend or 
member of their fiinily do it 
for them. The few ttat went to 
a (hkctor paid anywhert Itom 
five to ten dollars to have their 
ears pierced. In most cases, 
a sterilised needle was used 
by the friend for the actual 
piercing, only after ttie etr had 
first been nmnbed tiy ice. The 



next step Is to «)ak the earrings 
in alcohol and insert ttiem Im- 
mediately. The earrings should 
not be dunged for about Oiree 
weeks, this will help ttie heal- 
ing process. Later, they can be 
changed as often as one pleases. 

Only 10% of the girls reported 
that the procedure was painftal, 
wtiereas 25% reported after ef- 
fects such as infectiwj. For 
those who are thlnkingof pierc- 



ing their ears, over 90% of tte 
g^rls who had their ears pierced 
said that ^ would do it over 
again.

How far should editorial com- 
ment extend? 

We are strong believers in 
freedom of tlie press as long 
Qs the press presents news in 
o fair and just manner. 

However, we do not think that 
Uames J. Kilpatrick, editor of 
the Richmond News- Leader, in 
his editorial attack oh Judge; 
A. M. Aiken for his r^entcOMrt 
decisions concerning the 1^63 
Danville ract riots was either 
fair or just. 

It is the duty of newspapers 
not only to keep citizens^ in- 
formed of the news, but to bring 
their attention to injustice and 
corruption in public office. 

The Danville Bar Associa- 
tion unamimously adopted a 
resolution in December critf* 
cizing Mr. Kilpatrick and sup- 
porting Judge Aiken. 

We agree with the Bar Asso- 
ciation that Mr. Kilpatrick 



should have been completely 
certain of his focts before 
editorially ottacking a respec- 
ted member of our Judicial 
system. 

The riots took place. 

The rioters broke laws. 
They were tried and sen-' 
tenced. 

Mr. Kilpatrick held as un- 
constitutional an injunction for- 
bidding picketing. This same in- 
junction was upheld by the U.S. 
Supreme Court even though the 
appellants reprinted in their 
appeal brief an earlier editorial 
of Mr. Kilpatrick. 

Mr. Kilpatrick is an editor. 
He is neither a lawyer nor a 
judge. 

His eiditorial did not aid the 
administration of justice, but In 
effect impeded It by creating in 
the minds of the public a dis- 
trust for the judiciary and 
courts of the Commonwealth.

100 hours old, 12 men bad filed 
for the April Democratic pri- 
mary election for Virginia 
Beach City Council. 

The Organization swept the 
field in April and in the 2- 
man (and women) race in June.

Less than a week after die 
primary, the U. S. District 
Court ruled in favor o( the 
reapportionment of city Coun- 
cil, under which tl» primary 
candidates were ninnlng. Bat 
two weeks before the general 
election in June the District 
Appeals Court threw it out. 
The city appeiiei to the U. S. 
Supreme ! Court, and is still 
waiting to hear if the case will 
be reviewed. 

Politics merely coasted with 
the Council election, but with 
the July Democratic Senatorial 
Primary, things really got into 
high gear. 



Boothe and Spong won in Vir- 
ginia Beach. The Organization 
had backed ByrdandRol)ertson. 

Itien in the November general 
election the Organization backed 
Spong and Byrd. They won, 
(in Virginia Beach too.) 

In the same election in Nov- 
ember Virginia Beach voters 
okayed a $7 million bond issue 
for schools, a municipal com- 
plex, recreation, a library, 
roads and other projects. 

Even before election day Nov- 
ember 8, one man had already 
announced he would run against 
the incumbent Clerk of Circuit 
Court in the July (1967) election. 

Others have followed suit and 
at year's end nearly all races 
are set in the primary. It should 
prove to bealuiock-down,drag- 
'em-out battle, and alre»ly it's 
shaping up as a major skir- 
mish between the Organization 
and the challengers. ' 

Politics never ends in Vir- 
ginia Beach, whetiier it's '66 
or '67, there is little difference. 

In January the contract was 
awarded for the second span 
of the Lesner Bridge over Lynn- 
haven Inlet. It was opened to 
tralKic early this m(»th. 

Two separate snows in three 
days dumped 14.2 inches of snow 
on Virginia Beach the end of 
January. The freeze that fol- 
lowed added to the woes.

Toxes Due on Home Woges 



Do you have a household em- 
ployee? If you do, you maybe 
required to file Form 942. Em- 
ployer's Quarterly Tax Return 
for Household Employees ac- 
cording to James P. Boyle, 
district director of IntemalRe- 
venue for Virginia. 

Social Security taxes are due 
when %40 or more in cash wages 
is paid to any employee in a 
calendar quarter for services of 
a household nature, Boyle said. 

In general, this includes ser- 
vices performed by cooks, Mit- 
lers, housdceepers, governess- 
es, maids, cleaning woi.<en, val- 
ets, baby sitters, Janitors, laun- 
dresses, fiimacemen, care - 
takers, handymen, gardeners, 
grooms, and chauffeurs of auto- 
mobiles for funily use. 

No taxes are due on amounts 
paid' to persons who are not 
your employee, ^yle said. 
Carpenters, punters, plumb- 
ers,^, and repairmen or diose 
who work for you as independ- 
ent ontractors are not con- 
sidered to Be employees. 

The employer tax and the 
emptoyee tax are each 4.4 per- 
cent or a total of 8.8 percmt 
of total cash wages of $% or 
more paid during a calendar 
quarter durii^ 1967. If the 
emptoytr prefers^ it is per- 
missible for him to ptqr the 
full 8.8 percent.

Prices were higher on all 
kinds of cattle, as most buyers 
lire optimistic about prices for 
ItBi^hed cattle in 1967. Steer 
C«lves averaged $29.37 per hun- 
dWdweight, exactly $2 higher 
tNn last fall. 

„ . Relfers showed even greater 
■hnprovement, averaging $24.15 
per hundred, up $2.50 over 
IfusJ year. Williamson says, 
"This still left a spread of 
$5..E5 per hundred between 
stf?rs and heifers, which is 
Ijtfge compared with the stan- 
(ferjls of the rest of the nation. 
MQ?t of the heifers went to feed- 
Iptg: with a small number bought 
for replacement purposes." 

Surprisingly enough, steer 
OUyes were slightly heavier 
ttUs. fall, averaging 465 pounds 
VRZ. head compared with 461 
BQUDds for a year earlier. Gen- 
erally, there was more wide- 
spread drought over Virginia 
tbis^ past summer than a year 
earlier. Heifer calves averaged 
the^:5ame weight as last year, 
4tt83)ounds each. 

Ad average calf in Virginia 
tttis past fall weighed 451 
PPUOds, sold for $26.75 per hun- 
dredweight and brought $120.65 
per. head. This price is the 
highest received for calves 
since 1962. Calves sold through 
sales the past five years have 
averaged about $116 per head. 
Fancy and choice steer calves 
sold for $30.40 per hundred. 
Steers grading good went for 
$29.59 and the medium grjKle 
calves sold for $27.50. The 
spread in prices between the 
grades of heifers was a little 
les§ with fancy and choice 
heifers averaging $24.90, good 
$24.25, and mediums $22.80. 
Just under 36,000 calves were 
sold through these graded sales, 
down about four percent from 
1965 sales, says Williamson. ' 

Yearling feeder cattle were 
also up in price and there 
was a 30 percent increase in 
volume, with 21,500 head moving 
through graded sales. Yearling 
steers'Sveraged $24.75 per hun- 
lired, up about $1.25' over last 
fall.

The specialist says, "Be- 
cause of dry weather and short 
corn crops in Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, more yearling cattle 
moved into the Corn Belt area 
of the Midwest than in aa pre- 
vious year. There was also a 
good demand from son« of Qie 
larger feeders from North aad 
South Carolina."

SHOPPER OR SHOPLIFTER? SOMETIMES THAT IS DIFFICULT 
TO DECIDE. BUT THE CLERKS MUST MAKE THAT DECISION 
OR MORE AND MORE MERCHANDISE WILL GO ON DIS- 
APPEARING. . . 



The Christinas shoplifting 
season is over for another year, 
and the aihount of merchandise 
lost to sticky-fingered thieves 
in Virginia Beach is described 
as "tremendous". 

Shoplifting Roes on ajl year 
long in all tyjies of retail es- 
tablishments, according to Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Chief James 
E. Moore. 

"But during the Christmas 
season we just have more of 
it," he said, "Crowded con- 
ditions in the stores and busy 
inexperienced clerics make it 
a little easier for the shop- 
lifter," 

Professional shoplifters, who 
make their questionable livings 
shoplifting then selling the mer- 
chandise to a "fence", account 
for the largest number of this 
type of criminal, according to 

Chief Moore and several store 
managers. 

The thrill-seeker and compul- 
sive shoplifter or kleptomaniac 
account for a lesser amount 
of loss. 

Few stores are willing to 
prosecute the shoplifter, as long 
as they get their merchandise 
back," said Chief Moore. "The 
burden of proof faHsupen the 
store and too often they are not 
willing to go through the en- 
tire complicated legal pro- 
cess." 

Chief Moore noted that this 
attitude is slowly changing, 
however. He said that at least 
two large stores in Virginia 
Beach are now prosecuting 
shoplifters to the letter of the 
law, 

Several shoplifters havel)een 
turned over to police in Vir- 



ginia Beach during this Christ- 
mas shopping season, and are 
now awaiting trial or hearing, 
according to police officials. 

"Often the shoplifter is a 
juvenile," said Chief Moore. 
"The store manager takes no 
-aqtion and we never even hear 
about it, because%e doesn't 
want to cause any trouble." 

Large stores, particularly 
food stores and self-service 
stores, fall victim to the shop- 
lifter easier than does the smal- 
ler establishment for obvious 
reasons. 

Many of these stores, how- 
ever,Hare installing elaborate 
mirror or alarm systems and 
'have a number of uniformed 
and non-uniformed floorwalk- 
er-giiards watching shoppers 
carefully. 

"The general public does not 
want to get involved," said 
one large store manager who 
asked not to be identified. "But 
we wish they would help us try 
letting us icnow about anything 
they see. We'll take it from 
there." 

The same manager said that 
his part-time and full-tijne 
clerks are instructed carefully 
at the time they are hired con- 
cerning the mettKxls employild 
by shoplifters. 

"I think we're finally gain- 
ing on the problem/', he said. 



Kill, valuable and not-so- 
valtiable merchandise continues 
to disappear off the shelves 
each year to the tune of $600 
million nationwide in the two 
weeks prior to Christmas. 

Someone has to pay for the 
loss. It has been estimated 
by one chain store owner that 
prices could l)e reduced as much 
as 10 to 15 per cent if shoj)- 
llfting could hv stopped com- 
pletely. 

The consumer must pay the 
price. The shoplifter is merely 
the cause.

CARE Achieves 10-Year Record 



"Pranksters— and especially 
children who do not knomany 
better— should be made to real- 
ize the seriousness of their 
actions," the Postmaster said.

Often the mailbox damage is 
the work nf youths, who (Jo 
it for "'kicks.'"

The tall, thin, studious-look- 
'--ingr young man hesitated at the 
door of the gray shingled build- 
ing at the Courthouse before 
entering. 

Inside was another youi^ man 
with Ms father and younger 
brother. Both young men were 
there for the same reason— to 
register for the draft with the 
Selective Service Board with- 
in five days of their eighteenth 
birthday as required by law. 

"We really have a good bunch 
of boys here," commented Mrs. 
Johnnie Hartley, clerk of Board 
100. "They're never unruly. 
We've never had any picketing 
or anything like that." » 

The January draft call is 
for 27 in comparison with 55 
for last January. "But generally 
the calls have been higher this 
year than last," said Mrs. 
Hartley. \ 

The draft call i^ set by the 
state on the basis of the number 



of draft registrations, ineskie 
call is set by the Department 
of Defense. Presently only 19- 
year-olds are being drafted. 

"We called our first group 
of married 1-A's (classifica- 
tiun available for military ser- 
vice) in November." __ ■ 

She explained tliat the hi^er 
draft call was not caused so 
much by Vietnam as it was 
l^ the population increase in 
the area. 



A total of 309 young men 
from Virginia Beacii were 
drafted in 1966, including 
the month of December. 



Mrs. Hartley said there are 
mofe than 10,000 young men_ 
in Virginia Beach registered for 
the draft There were only 3,Q00 
when she took over her job 
13 years ago. 

Registrants are drafted by 
age. Each month the oldest 
1-A, 19-year-old is selected 



first. 

When asked about young men 
trying to avoid service, Mfs. 
Hartley said, "They don't have 
a4ot of excuses. They do have 
a lot of physical ailments, 
though." 

"These should be verified by 
a doctor and attached to their 
records. Physical capabilities 
are then determined by a ser- 
vice physician in Richmond. 
The burden of proof is on the 
registrant." 

She said that many also tried 
to qualify for deferment. Many 
of these are college students. 
They may now be drafted at 26 
whether they have completed 
college or not. "There have 
always been a few 'professional' 
students." 

"Somehow students are never 
at fault when they flunk a course. 



It's always some 'stupKL' pror 
fessor who can't teach a class," 
Mrs. Hartley said. 

"Parents are more of a pro- 
blem than their sons," she said. 
"Mothers are more weepy, but 
the fathers always argue about 
the way we do things." 

She pointed out that young 
Mennonites make up most of 
the consciencious objectors 
from the Beach, but that "they 
are always willing to serve in 
Special Services here or over- 
seas." 

From here draftees are taken 
to Richmond for their physical 
examinations, then returned. 
Inductees are also taken to 



Richmond where they are then 
assigned to bases for training. 
"The main thing around here 
is not to lose your temper no 
matter what happens," said 
Mrs. Hartley.

A State Highway Commiss- 
ioner and an attorney employed 
by the State Highway Depart- 
ment in land condemnation cas- 
es have both written Governor 
Mills E. Godwin, Jr., to com- 
ment on < suggestions made by 
State Senator Henry E. Howell, 
Jr., for conflict-of-interest 
legislation.

The official records of the 
City of Virginia Beach have 
gone underground, or at least 
a microfilm copy of them, 
sj ^ce is rented in a mam- 
tnoQi stditerranean vault in the 
mountains of western Pennsyl- 
vania by the C ity and the records 
are stored there at extremely 
low cost. In the nuclear attack- 
proof cavern 220 fee t below 
the surface, Virginia Beach re- 
cords are virtually indestruct- 
ible. 

Fifty miles from Pittsburgh 
there is a worked-out lime- 
stone mine bought and develop- 
ed at a cost of $500,000 by 
National Storage Company, Inc. 
The impregnable d^nsitory has 
80 acres available for storage 
of business and official records 
in both private room vaults or 
in long rows of storage bins. 

Access to the fortress is 
available through one large por- 
tal by motor vehicle. The road- 
way winds down 1 10 feet through 
soUd limestone and other rock 
to the single door large enough 
to accommodate the largest 
tractor-trailer built. 

Just inside the entrance the 
4rlver U met by armed guardi> 
who are on duty at all times 
and who control the opening and 
closing of a giant three-ton 
steel gate. 

Once Inside an entire under- 
ground world opens up. Not 
only are there storage facilities 
Init also disaster proof offices 
ami a spacious emergency con- 
trol b«idquarters. 

The facility is entirely self- 
sustaining. It can furnish enough

Webbon Still Seeking Federal Funds

The HRSD now has under con- 
struction on the base a big 
sewage treatment plant of its 
own but it won't l}e finished for 
18 months or two years. 

Marshall, who represents the 
residents of Bayside on City 
Council, said he understood the 
lines would be extended to ttie 
Lesner bridge by the fall of 
1967. "I know some other mem- 
bers of the City Council who 
were under that impression, 
too."

Another Hunting Accident 
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A hunting accident has taken 
the life of a young Virginia 
Beach lad. Nicholas Themides, 
13, Is dead of a gunshot wound 
suffered while on a hunting ex- 
pedition with his brother and his 
grandfather. 

The death of a child is always 
a sad occurrence, but when it 
happens in an accident that most 
likely could have been prevent- 
ed, it is even sadder. ■ 

The circumstances of this 
particular case are insignifi- 
cant. The fact that a hunting 
accident has taken a child's 
life is. ) 

Every year more and more 
hunting accidents are reported. 
Most of those occur simply due 
to carelessness. To the casual 
observer it is inconceivable that, 
anyone who takes gun in hand 
for a hunting trip does not have 
a healthy respect for it. 

Firearms are extremely dan- 
gerous. The hunter should cer- 
tainly know this. Look what a 
shotgun can do to his prey. 

Guns should never be in the 
hands of those who cannot re- 
cognize the danger of them or 



who cannot be trusted to handle 
them. 

In addition extreme care 
should be taken in cleaning, 
loading, unloading or transport- 
ing a gun. Lots of people have 
been killed or maimed by sup- 
posedly unloaded guns. 

Another common hunting ac- 
cident occurs when another 
hunter is mistaken for fair 
^game. This particular type of 
Imayhem is Inexcusable when a 
gun is in the hands of an other- 
wise responsible individual. 

Hunting is a sport, and most 
sports offer some kinds of dan- 
ger; but where a deadly weapon 
is involved, it seems that more 
care should be taken to make the 
sport as safe as possible. 

Hunting accidents take a com- 
pletely unnecessary toll each 
and every year. Hundreds of 
would-be sportsmen are killed. 
Countless others are injured. 
'Many of those carry the scars 
the rest of their lives, even in 
the loss of limbs or sight. 

In Virginia Beach one young 
boy has died. Let his death serve 
as a warning to all other hunt- 
ers.

Traffic Fatalities in 1966 




It is encouraging that we are 
able to report one less traffic 
fatal ity .in Vi rginia Beach in 1966 
than in 1965, but at the same 
time, to report there were still 
24 deaths is not at all pleasant. 

The breakdown of that statis- 
tic is even less than encourag- 
ing. The 24 fatalities were the 
result of 22 accidents. Three 
persons were killed in one acci- 
dent and two in another. One- 
third of those killed were pedes- 
trians. One was a bicycle hit- 
and-run accid^t. Of the re- 
mainii^ 15, few were collision 
accidents. 

Most occurred on dry roads 
in clear weather, and were the 
result of reckless driving, 
drunk driving, and downright 
foolish joyriding. 

Hitting a tree, going into a 
ditch or not making it around 
a curve caused traffic deaths. 
The ditch, ttie tree ond the curve 



are not responsible. Human er- 
ror is responsible. 

In the eight pedestrian deaths, 
someone had to be at fault, and 
in nearly all cases it was the 
fault of the pedestrian being 
where he was not supposed to 
be or being in the right under 
questionable circumstances. 

The major arteries in Virgin- 
ia Beach were not the killers 
in 1966. It was the more rural 
roads, less patrolled and less 
populated. Too often drivers 
took too much for granted, in- 
cluding their own driving ability 
and found death waiting for 
then>» 

The total of 3,991 autonnobile 
accidents is not a good record 
either. Things are not going to 
get better until the driver finally 
takes matters into hi sown hands 
and drives carefully and de- 
fensively. 



In several cases, those on the 
political "inside" are now on 
the '•outside", and in at least 
one case, a one-time "outsider* 
is now on the "inside". Tte 
"inside" denotes the long-time 
dominant Democratic Organiza- 
tion.

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TB Continues to Be Problem 



Virginia ranks third in the 
United States itt new active 
(iltuberculosls cases. 

It also ranks, seventh in its 
reported tuberculosis case 
load. 

So whataboutVlrglniaBeach? 

Of the 12;975 known cases of 
tb in the state in 1965-66, 
191 of these were residents of 
Virginia Beach, and 42 were 
newly reported cases. 

There is more to the story 
than a bunch of statistics. 

Although the average income 
of Virginia Beach is higher 
than that of the surrounding 
'' area, pockets of poverty still 
exist aiid will probably continue 
to exist. It is infliese pockets 
that tb usually develops, Dr. 
Madge May, directory of the 
Pid}lic Health Dept., said/- 

"Particularly in areas of 
transition," Or. May pointed 
out," where the men are chang- 
ing from farm laborers to con- 
struction work." ^Another ex- 
ample she used in areas where 
roads are being cut through and 
families are being uprooted. 

"These prople are under a 
lot of tension," she said, "and 
tension contributes to lowered 
resistance." 

The Virginia Beach tb rate 
is lower than the state as ar 
whole, but Is is still of primary 
importance to the Health Dept., 
Dr. May said. 

Dr. May said, rather rue- 
fully, that national officials hop- 
ed to wipe (xit tb as a disease 
by 1970. "Unfortunately there 
was an increase in some 
places." She said that slums 
in large cities were the major 
cause of this. 

"Now they hope to control 
it and get it to a minimum," 
said Dr. May. 

An intensive contact tracing 
is begun once an active case 
is found. "We even go out of 
the state if necessary," Dr. 
May said. 

All persons ^tti whom the 
patient tas bad contact— relat- 
ives, frieods and co-workers» 
are giv«i a tuberculosis skin 
test. If this is positive, they 
are then given chest x-rays. 

"We get to them as quickly 
as possible to Drevent further 
spread of the disease," Dr. 
May siad. <

ranatoriums Jriier* the vm- 
age stay is 248 (toys. "Ttey 
don't stay away nearly as long 
iS they used to," commented 
Ur. May. 



Patients receive aid from the 
Tuberculosis Association In the 
form of pajamas, toilet articles 
and spending money while they 
are hospitalized, plus trans- 
portation when necessary. 

Children sometimes have a 
positive skin test without having 
active tb. This is called a 
primary infection and Is not 
contagious. It only shows that 
the child has been in contact 
with someone who has the dis- 
ease. 

AH doctors are asked to test 
. their child patients before they 
begin school. The skin test Is 
also given at PubUc Health 
Dept. well-baby clinics and im- 
munization clinics. 



"I think all teachers and 
people coming into contact with 
children should be x-rayed," 
said Dr. May.. "It is up to the 
individual prlneli^ls now. Some 
require it and some don't." 

Ail food handlers must be 
x-rayed. 

X-ray clinics are held the 
first and third Wednesday of 
each month at 19th and Artie 
Avenue. 

Nearly two-thirds of all new- 
ly reported cases and 46.4 per- 
cent of the deaths. 

Tuberculosis Is characteriz- 
ed bypersistant cough, exhaust- 
ion and, in advanced cases, 
spitting of blood.

Tlwrl are about 250 members 
of a coin cU* in Norfolk, many 
of whom live in Virginia Beach, 
according to Pritchard. 

"But for ewery coin collector 
who belongs 1o a club, there 
are about 50 who do not. For 
most, coin collecting is just a 
hoWjy," jiaid Pritchard. 

Numis matists (that's coin 
collectors) fall into two sep- 
arate categories.. 

Une group buys or searches 
for valuable coins with the in- 
tent of compiling an impress- 
ive collection and holding one 
to it as a hobby. 

JThe second group is made 

of, investors who buy or 
search for the valuable coins 
with the Intent of holding on to 
them only imtil the value in- 
creases enough for them to be 
sold or traded at a profit. 

"There are a lot more people 
who collect old money as a hob- 
by," said Pritchard, 'Hn fact, 
there are few families who 
don't have a few old coins or 
bills lying around the house." 

Coin collecting is quite ser- 
ious to many people. There is 
even a worldwide tabloid week- 
ly newspaper for and about 
numismatists and the num- 
ismatic field. Last week's edit- 
ion had 80 pagies. 

"You don't have to be a rich 
man to enjoy coin collecting," 
said Pritchard. Many of us go 
to l)anks and vending companies 
and get bags of coins. We search 
for valuable coins and return 
the rest to the "banks." 



Pritchard suggested that any- 
one interested in becoming a 
coin collector get a book telling 
the value of individual coins,! 
then start watching their changej 
in any store. 

■"I know a fellow who got 
penny worth $200 in his changel 
at a store the other day," he 
said. ' 

Pritchard travels around now! 
to the coin show and auctions! 
nationwide and has two coin! 
shops. One is located at 476o| 
Virginia Beach Blvd. in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

He added that proof sets,! 
which used to be available to) 
collectors from a U. S mintl 
are no longer being made, and! 
that' they are becoming morel 
■ valuable. 

"Speculators are holding al 
lot of coins that are not so old| 
in case the price goes up. 
They have more silver in theml 
than the new ones," said Prit-| 
chard.

If the big breakthrough of wo- 
men into the formerly male- 
dominated working world has 
caused a flurry of excitement 
among early crusaders of the 
cause, It apparently has" gone 
almost unnoticed among their 
college-age daughters. 

The school set ndwpr^>aring

"I could go into research, be* 
a technician or *ork in a lab, 
but I'want to teach in high 
school. J 

"No area is limited to men 
only. If the woman is quali- 
fied, she's in, and while the 
sch*)l may not give her any 
special encouragement, they 
will help her work it out. It 
is up to the women themselves. 
Ability is what matters. Only 
four girls will graduate with me 
as chemistry majors, 

"Any time we've had lectur- 
ers, they'vp stressed the great 
need for women, particularly 
in sciences. If the ability is 
there, the field is wide open." 

Perry Harschutz, a 19-year- 
old freshman at Old Dominion, 
thou^ underided now on sppc- 
Ullzation, has definitely nar- 
rowed tlie field to medicine; 
1 to accomplish thl<:, she said, 
will take 11 years. 

"I wish 1 were throuRh with 
it so I could feel I've acrnni- 
plished something, I've always 
wanted a carper. 

"My father started tn pn into 
medicint' . , , and he talkpd'tn 



me about it. Then 1 worked 
for a woman doctor. She told 
me there were many women 
doctors. 

"But all my friends are get- 
ging married. I feel like an 
old maid, but I sure don't want 
to get married now." 

Susan Byrd, 18, goes to Ten- 
nessee Tech. A graduate of Cox, 
she is In her freshman year," 
learning to be a pre-medical 
technician. She plans to make 
a change, however, as soon as 
she returns from the Christmas 
holiday.

One of the teachers told me 
not to liother with It at all if 
I couldn't handle math, and I 
ran't. But I went ahead witii 
it anyway. I just got my grades, 
and I did a lot better than I've 
ejqwcted." 

Liz, 18, graduated from Kel- 
lani. She worked in the guidance 
office there, saw most of the 
college brochures as they came 
in and likwl what Florida had 
to offer. 

Of psychnlocy she said; "It's 
a man's field, and to practice,

Now the nation's highest 
court, the U. S. Supreme Court, 
says it will hear arguments to 
the matter. It will merely an- 
swer jurisdictional and pro- 
cedural questions, but may not 
answer directly the merits of 
the plan or any other plftn. Re- 
view, however, should finally 
end the matter once and for 
all. 

One side or the other is 
not going to be happy with the 
eventual futcome, but at lea^t 
a matter which has occupied a 
lot of pe(q)le over a long period 
of time and has cost a consider- 
able aipount of money will have 
been brought to a legal conclus- 
ion. 

When Princess Anne County 
and Virginia Beach consolidat- 
ed, the old board of supervisors 
of the county and the old city 
council were merely comliined, 
out of sheer expediency. But a 
provision was entered into the 
charter Biat would have pro- 
vided for eventual, equitable ap- 
portionment. 

A citizen group almost im- 
mediately challenged the setup, 
and won their gase through state 
courts and federal courts.

The so called "seven-four" 
plan was oeviseo, discussed and 
passed by the council and the 
legislature.

A three judge federal court 
decided that it was not needed 
and Oie matter went to a federal 
district court where the plan 
was upheld.

Should the 
three-judge federal court have 
examined the new plan? Does 
the apportionment meet the re- 
quirements of one-man, one 
vote, as defined by the hig^ 
court? Does the Supreme Court 
have jurisdiction in local ap« 
portionmentJnatters?

The changes will come about 
I because of new ownership anda ' 
host of ideas from tiie new 
o^er, 

Chvles C. Kirkpatrick, Jr., 
is the new president of the two 
corporations which own andop- 
ejate the cemeteries. 

He came to Virginia Beach 
with his family from Northern 
Virginia, where he was vice- 
president in charge of sales at 
Fort Lincoln Cemetery, on?^ of 
the largest in the nation. 

Kirkpatrick currently makes 
his home in Birdneck Village 
Apartments in Virginia Beach. 

Both Princess Anne and 
Rosewood are memorial parks, 
and, as such, differ from the 
ordinary cemetery. No stone 
tombstones are allowed for in- 
dividual graves or families. 
Bronze plaques of several 
sizes, flush widi the ground, 
mark each grave. In each large 
area there ii a large memorial 
usually of granite, depicting a 
religious scene. Shrubbery and 
flowers complete the memorial 
park, 

Kirkpatrick plans to alter that 
concept slightly. He plans to 
open up tmused sections of the 
two cemeteries for the regular 
fSunily plot type graves, allow- 
ing stone monuments.

"The monumental area will 
be completely divided from the 
bronze memorial section," said 
Kirkpatrick. "And we will have 
rigid controls on the type of 
monument to be erected. Every- 
one must meet our standards." 

Kirkpatrick noted that many 
cemeteries, especially those 
owned and operated by munici- 
palities can become eyesores, 
because of no restriction on the 
size and type of monuments. 

Future care of cemeteries is 
always a great concern, accord- 
ing to Kiri^trick, but he noted 
that is now governed by law. 

"A trust fund is set up for 
future care," be said.vren per 
cent of the cost of every mem- 
orial goes to the fund." 

Kirkpatrick said he was a 



firm believer in purchasing a 
burial plot before ft Is needed, 

"A good cemetery takes Ave 
years to twlld and landscape," 
he added. "So about 80 to 85 
per cent of the land is sold to 
families before beginning to 
build." 

The big problem of theftihire 
is going to be land, according 
to. Kirkpatrick. rie suggested 
tMl'more and more cremations 
will take place, and that more 
large mausoleums and partially 
above ground garden crypts. 

Princess Anne Memorial 
^ark already has a crema- 
torium. 

Burial with one or more 
graves on top of the other is al- 
ready ^ing don^ in niany large 
cities and in most government 
cemeteries. 

"We like to sell a plot for 
only the husband and wife," 
said Kirkpatrick. "If an un- 
married child must be buried 
there, we give the space free. 
But ordinarily children leave 
home and are not necessarily 

buried wltti their parents." 

Kirkpatrick, a director of the 
National AssocJSSion of Ceme- 
teries, noted that Rosewood is 
now the second largest privately 
owned place of interment in 
Tidewater.

City Council, by approving 
an engineering study tor the 
two planned Jetties at Rudee In- 
let, has moved yet another step 
toward building a giant boating 
complex on the south end of 
Virginia. Beach. 

In September the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers made public 
plans for an extension to the 
existing stone Jetty at Rudee 
Inlet and the construction of a 
similar one on the opposlteslde 
of the waterway. 

At that time notice was sent 
to shipping interests, property 
owners near the inlet and all 
IMiblic navigation agencies. Any 
opposition to the jetties or any 
part -Of the plan had to be re- 
ceived by the Engineers early 
in October. 

No consequential opposition 
was forthcoming, and the engin- 
eering study was finally turned 
over to City Council for formal 
approval. 

The study was being prepared 
for the now-defunct Rudee In- 
let Authority, but City Council 
has recently taken over all fun- 
ctions of the Authority. 

The jetties are being called 
a necessity if Rudee Inlet is 
to be developed as a boating 
and marina complex. Plans are 
moving ahead to create a major 
marine facility on the site with- 
in the forseeable future. 

The permit which is expect- 
ed to issued shdrtly for the jetty 
construction work was based 
solely on the effect of the jetties 
upon navigation.

Virginia Beach needs amhii- 
mum housing code .... soon. 

When It was first announced 
that a pubilc hearing would be 
held on January 23 by City 
Council on the matter, we were 
pleosed.. -^ 

When that pubilc hearing was 
postponed indefinitely by Coun- 
cil or until "seve^-al matters 
could be ironed out/' we were 
displeased. 

The controversy over the in- 
spection section of the code is 
supposedly merely one of the 
culprits. City officials soy the 
inspection procedure is per- 
fectly harmless, but others dis- 
lagreed. But this was one reason 
the public hearing was called 
off. 

Whatever the other reasons 
for postponement are, we hope 
they can be cleared up im- 
mediately. A rapidly growing 
and rapidly maturing city such 
as Virginia Beach is already 
overdue for such a code.^ 

In bur city there are many 
slums, and many other areas 
rapidly becoming slums. A min- 
imum housing code is a step 
in the correct direction. It will 
eliminate such existing or de- 
veloping conditions. 

The code is not a vehicle that 
would work a hardship on any- 
one interested in common de- 
cency and sanitary conditions. 
It would not work a hardship on 
any conscientious liomeowner 
or landlord with xm ounce of 
civic pride. It would not work 



a hardship on anyone interested 
in the best interests of Virginia 
Becfch. On all others It would 
work a hardship. 

We suggest that revised code 
be put before the public as 
soon as possible, and the differ- 
ences worked out at a hearing. 
We do not feel our city can wait 
much longer for such an Import- 
am matter to be resolved.

The long chain of events which 
was finally brought the matter~^ 
to the U. S. Supreme Court 
will soon be settled one way or 
the other. The court has agreed 
to hear tl^ Virginia Beach case 
-even before it rules on jurJs^- 
d let ion in local affairs of this 
kind. 

Actually we do not believe the 
federal courts, up to and in- 
cluding theU. S. Supreme Court, 
should have any sa y about the 
apportionment of a municipal 
government. We believe that 
should be entirely up to the 
states. 

If the high court decides it 
has no say, then it -is up to 
the state courts. Virginia courts 
have already deemed Virginia 
Beach's City Council apportion- 
ment to be >jst and legal. 

If the high court decides it 
does not havejurisdictionitwill 
be calling attention to the great 
amount of money spent by our 
city needlessly to fight the mat- 
ter twice through federal courts. 

On the other hand if the 
court does decide it can mess 
Into local affairs, the present 
• and equitable Virginia Beach 
apportionment should remain 
valid. So far only one court 
on tf» lof^ journey to the Sup- 



reme Court has called the plan 
invalid. 

In the event, however, that 
the plan should be thrown out, 
at least the citizens of Virginia 
Beach will have the knowledge 
tnat our city fathers fought for 
an idea that was considered 
best by them. 

But regardless of the out- 
come, we hope that the high 
Court will have its say soon 
and get it all over with. The 
ma t ter ha s beenin^he courfs^ 
long enough and has caused en- 
ough hard feelings. Now it is 
time to end the controversy and 
.to continue forward progress.

It was set up under last year's 
auto safety legislation and will 
help Auto Safety Chief WiUiam 
Haddon in formulating auto 
safety regulations. 

Al{Mi, selected from the na- 
tion's 30,000 car dealers, will 
serve on the Council tmtll De- 
cember 30, 1967. 



One of the things the Council 
may lave to wrestle with is 
the "loul" time for automotive 
manufacturers to comply with 
safety standards.

Alphin's appointment came a- 
bout possibly as a result of a 
letter he wrote last Fall to Had- 
don, expressing his concern for 
the slaughter on the highways 
and offering to help.

Students at Barber College 
Ledrn Centuries-Old Trade

Students enrolled at tbeOq- 
eana Barber College learn a 
trade and skill that dates back 
many centuries. 

To become proficient in any- 
tiiii^ takes time, study and de- 
termination. This is what It 
takes to become a barber. It 
is no simple task. Each Oceana 
student must have 1000 hours 
of instruction before going to 
RichmCHidto take the State Board 
examination which will entitle 
him to practice with a license. 

The Oceana Barber Collejge, 
located at 1737 Virginia Beach 
Blvd., has been in operation 
since May 1966. According to 
Mr. Wilson I. Trayer, manager 



and instructor at Oceana "Our 
school trains the barbers-to- 
be in all phases of halrcutting, 
shaving, shampooing, scalp 
treatments, facials, the theory 
and complete study of Barber 
Science." In short the student 
learns everything from the his- 
tory of barbering to barber 
shop management. Included in 
the course are 16 examinations 
which each student must pass 
before graduation. 

Like many other institutions 
of learning, Oceana has sched- 
ules to fit the students and their 
time requirements. Two class- 
es are available, the eight hour 
a day and the four hours at 
night. For example, a student 
who works at another job may 
devote four hours at night and 



eight onSaturday until he reach- 
es his 1000 hours. Several serv- 
icemen stationed in the area 
attend classes in this manner. 
Many local area residents, in- 
cluding women, attend Oceana 
during the day. 

Barbering at Oceana is taken 
seriously. It costs each student 
$295.00 for 1000 hours of in- 
struction. This includes tools 
and text books. While attending 
classes they earn no money. 
So it 's not something taken 
lightly. 

Oceana is the only Barber 
School in Virginia Beach. Its 
hours of operation Monday 
through Friday are 1 to 10 
p.m. and 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
Saturday. *"

A sampling of the large stock- 
pile of delicacies contrived to 
please the palates of men in 
imiform would rpassure wives 
and motiiers that while Johnnie 
no doubt misses her home-style 
cooking, his Uncle Sam is doing 
a pretty good job as substitute. 

Just how thorough is the j(A 
the government is doing feeding 
the service man was explained 
to area food men Monday night 
by Supply Corps Capt. Strong 
Booier, USN. 

It jvas a show and tell pro- 
gram aboard the USS Dod^e 
County, an LS,T at sea more 
than in port, but presently tied 
up at the Naval Amphibious 
Base at Little Creek. 

The program was master- 
minded by Ca^pt. Boozer for 
members of the Tidewater Vir- 
ginia Food Service Executives 



Association, primarily to show 
the food men how the man afloat 
— and ashore — is fed. It also 
gave guests the opportunity to 
compare notes on mass feeding 
with convenience foods. All a- 
greed that quantity notwith- 
standing the professional cook's 
taste-test remains infallible; 
thAt even the man in the field, 
by mix- matching the contents of 
his ration kit, can concoct a 
tasty meal -in-a-dish. All it 
takes, said Capt. Booser, is a-^ 
dash of imagination. 

The menu for the guests con- 
sisted entirely of combat ra- 
tions: olive drab cans df main 
dishes, bread, salad and des- 
serts, with fill-ins of jams, jel- 
lies and peanut butter. It was a 
heat (or chill) and serve party 
with the ship's skipper, Lt. Billy 
L. Price, at the head of the 
table, the LST Division Com- 
mander, Comdr. E. H.Beumer, 
USN, doing the honors atthefkr 
end of the table. 

Said Comdr. Beurjer: "The 



menu provided tonight was pre- 
pared entirely from combat ra- 
tions (those normally provided 
lor troo{» in the field, C- 
rations) aiKi ftom dehydrated or 
ration dense items. The manner 
in which these items are pre- 
pared and served does a great 
deal In making this food more 
appealing to the consumer. 

"What we are trying to do in 
establishing menus and guide- 
^ lines for dressing up the Com- 
,__!ll^t Ration is to show the ships 
in Htie^^Atlantlc Amphibious 
- Force hoifr these rations can 
best be utilized. The ships in 
LST Division 41 have on board 
a mandatory, allowance of the 
rations as reserve for emer- 
gency support for the embarked 
troops. Regulations require that 
at least one third of these ra- 
tions l>e utilized each year for 
the crew if not used in support 
of troops." 

Capt. Booaer, elaborating on 
the Navy's feeding program, ex- 
plained the government's con- 



tinuing progress and research 
of food and food preparation. 
He discussed new processing 
methods, products and equip- 
ment, among them new bread- 
making machinery now being 
tested at Guantanamo, Cuba; 
methods of making dehydrated 
or dried foods more palatable; 
a test now underway to make 
beet steak an edible item in the 
field ration kit; (be hopes this 
"will pan out") and updated 
packing processes to save space 
and weight. 

"Curiously enou^^," he said, 
"some plastic-packed products 
often aH>ear to retain flavors 
longer."

General Booth cut the official 
red riUx>n and the road was 
officially (^n. 

The General's daughter. Miss 
Louisa Ann Booth, unveiled a 
large road plaque in the median 
strip of the road recognizing 
the outstanding deeds of her 
father.

Lesser Bridge over Lynnhaven

"The ceremony should have 
been held on the Bayside bor- 
ough side," quipped Bayside 
Councilman Larry Marshall. 
Lynnhaven councilman Dewey 
Simmons laughed but did not 
agree. 



Senator Kellam introduced 
the dignitaries all over again, 
this time including Mrs. L. E. 
Quackenbush, president of the 
Ocean Park Woman's Club, 
which sponsored the dedication 
and a later luncheon. 

Remarks were again brief in 
deference to the weather. Roger 
Scott again produced the of- 
ficial scissors, and this time 
Lt. Governor Fred G. Pollard 
cut the official ribbon. The 
bridge, which has been open to 
traffic since December 1, was 



then officially qpened and ded- 
icated. 

General B6oth Boulevard, 
which now extends from Camp 
Pendleton to Barnes Corner wiU 
eventually be extended to Nim- 
mo Church, there meeting an- 
other network of circumferent- 
ial highways. The present link 
was built at a cost of about 
$2 million. 

The twin span of Lesner Br- 
idge spans the 1,527 foot In- 
let, and was built at a cost of 
nearly $3 million.

Slx bidcters vied for the 
right to buy $4 million worth of 
municipal bonds offered by the 
City of Virginia Beach. The low 
rate of Interest at which the city 
was able to sell the bond issue 
is an achievement which should 
be recognized by all of our 
citizens. 

The Interest rote obtained is 
3.43 per cent,^low that of 
Richmond's 3.5Pfe per cent 
in December and far below that 
of New Yoric City just one day 
later. 

City officials are rightfully 
proud of the interest rate ob- 
tained. Virginia Beach has on 
excellent credit rating and has 
an unpar railed record of fine 
handling of revenue in fiscal 
matters. 

In the short time of existence 
of the new City of Virginia 
Beach, great strides have been 
taken to provide all c]jty ser- 
vices quickly, as well asmere- 
^ ly keeping up with the building of 
necessary schools and other 



facilities needed because of the 
mushrooming growth. 

This the city has been able to 
do well, at low cost to the in- 
dividual taxpayers and never 
exceeding the limits of pro- 
priety where bonds and credit 
are concerned. Other cities in 
the Tidewater area are not 
eligible for this praise.

Vote Recorders 



"~ The city of Virginia Beach 
Is moving ahead toward solv- 
ing a very knotty problem. 
Hopefully most precincts wjll 
have voting machines the next 
time the voters go to the polls. 
Plans are progressing, how- 
ever slowly, to have some type 
of machine in 22 more pre- 
cincts of the city. The two 
precincts in Virginia Beach 
Borough already have them, and 

" the two smallest precincts 
would hardly need a mechanical 
counter. 

The cost of the better known 
lever-type voting machines Is 
not Inexpensive. The instant 
vote counting type of machine 
costs orisout $1,800. but the city 
was Morly ready to go ahead 
With the purchase when a new 
ty^ of machine came into the 
picture. 

The punch card voting re- 
ON-ider Is a small wiltwidcosts 
only $IW. This could represent 



a considerable saving to the 
city. But there are two draw- 
backs. 

The punch cards would have 
to be run throug h the city's 
computer after the close of the 
voting day and the results would 
be slower than the lever type 
of machine. 

The big drawback is that no 
one is absolutely certain that 
type of voting recorder is allow- 
ed by state law. Seems the laws 
are specific but vague on that 
question. 

The voting recorders seem to 
fit nicely in the scheme of pro- 
gress of Virginia Beach, ot 
well as into the bulging budget. 

We suggest that the voting re- 
corders would be the best an- 
swer to Virginia Beach and 
cheaper too. And as nuichas we 
would like to see them In use 
In the July prIriWry, If they do 
not m^ %m9 law requlre- 
mmt$, H would be better to wait 
until the loMT can be changed.

Pollard, guest speaker at the 
FOP's annual banquet, reviewed 
fbr members, their wives ami 
friends, the progress made dur- 
ing the last year. 

He credited ': Governor Mills 
Godwin's Program for Pro- 
gress with much of the year's 
economic surge "that enabled 
us to enter 1967 as the second 
fastest growing state east of the 
Mississippi, with the highest 
family Income among any of the 
southeastern states, and that in- 
clwles Texas." 



Continuing, he said that "one 
of the top news stories of 1966 
was the action of the 1966 Gen- 
eral Assembly in passing the 
Governor's program — almost 
to the letter. I hope, in the days 
ahead, the people of Virginia 
will accord tnembers of that 
body proper recognition for the 
fine job they did." 



Of education one of two areas 
(the other being highways) which 
received greatest attention in 
1966 Pollard said, *^e im- 
proved in national xanklngfrom 
38th to 25Ui among the states 
in expenditures per child. For 



the first time, we were listed 
in the upper half alnoag the 
states." 

I Emphasizing tbat%hllequall- 
ty of education cannot be meas- 
ured solely in terms of money 
spent, there is, nonetheless, a 
direct relationship "between 
the economic level of a com- 
munity and the amount of money 
it spends on education." Also, 
if "we are to obtain and retain 
qualified teachers, tiffin our sal- 
aries must be competitive with 
those paid in o^er states and 
other areas." 

Of highways: "We have now 
passed the halfway mark in our 
1,050-mtle Inter-state System; 
we have completed 545 miles on 
our 1,700-mile arterial net- 
work. When they are both com- 
pleted, every community of/ 
5,000 or more people will be 
connected by a four-lane divided 
highway."

Fentress' salary depends on 
how busy his office is. TTie Cir- 
cuit Court is the court of re- 
cord for Virginia Beach. It re- 
cords all deeds, wills, law and 
chancery trinsaftions, crimin- 
al records, financial statements 
and the Ifln. 

The State pays the majority 
of Fentress* salary, which of 
course, has a ceiling. The run- 
ning of the Clerk's office and 
the salaries of all the sec- 
retaries and assistants that Fe- 
ntress has are paid out of 
the flees collected for record-*^ 
Ing the transactions. Fentress' 
salary then can fluctuate de- 
pending upon the number of 

transactions. So can the size 
of his staff. 



The tight money sitnationhas 
now htt Fentress. Building per- 
mits began to decrease last 
spring. Fentress Is now feeling 
the resolts. 

"Recording the deed to a 
hoine Is usually about eight or 
nine nKNiths after the permit 
is issued/' he said. "So now 
the nomber of deeds we are 
rea>rdlag hM dropped off sh- 
arply. 

Fentress does not see any 
relief for many months to come 
for his office. 

"During file first two weeks 
of January I had enough fee 
money to pay fiie salaries to 
my staff;" he said. "But I 
couldn't have drawn anything 
even if ! had waated. There 
wasn't anyfiiinK lett." 

Most people lode forward to 
the day when the tight money 
situatioB eases and construction 
begins again. All except Fen- 
tress, that is. He looks for- 
ward to eight or nine months 
later.

One fireman was injured in 
the fire, but not seriously. 
A runaway pressure hose re- 
portedly struck him in the back.

Less than two hours after it 
started, it was over. 

No estimate of the damage 
had been made and the exact 
cause of the fire was not known.

The seomd floor 
was not as badly burned. The 
third floor suffered mostly 
smoke and water damage. The 
roof was slightly l)urned. 

Reportedly the building will 
be torn down since it is an old 
building so badly damaged.
